Graduating students from 
Lansdowne junior secondary 
school are protesting a 
proposal to prevent them 
attending Mt. Douglas senior 
secondary school next fall. 

The Greater school board 
plan to ease overcrowding at 
Mt. Doug was criticized by 
Lansdowne students and 
parents at a board committee 
meeting this week. 

About 85 Lansdowne 
students, one-third of the 
graduating class, want to go to 
Mt. Doug. 

Mt. Doug is already the 
school district's largest high 
school, and uses four portable 
classrooms to handle Its 1,126 
students. 

A four-classroom addition is 
planned for this year, but even 
so the board wants to slow the 
school's enrolment increases. 

It approved in principle last 
fall a motion to stop Lans¬ 
downe graduates from 
enrolling there next fall, while 
still allowing enrolment from 
Cedar Hill and Arbutus junior 
secondary schools. 

The Lansdowne students 
would be free to attend any 
other senior secondary school, 
under the board's policy of 
letting students choose the 
school they attend. 

“The blame for this 
situation lies squarely on the 
shoulders of the ad¬ 
ministrators in the depart¬ 
ment of education, "board 
chairman Peter Bunn told the 
meeting 

The department has caused 
a year's delay in completion of 
the new Saanich community 
secondary school, which was 
to open in September 1974 and 
relieve some of the pressure 
on Mt. Doug, Bunn said. 

As it is, tenders have not 
even been called for the new 
school. 

School board officials want 
the board to delay its final 
decision on the Lansdowne- 
Mt.-®ougmatter until March 
when more information will 
be available. 

However. Mt. Doug prin¬ 
cipal Jack Lowther said he 
needed a decision much 
sooner to make preparations 
for next fall.

Day in court due 
for B.C. people 


Long-awaited legislation 
allowing individuals to sue the 
provincial government 
without obtaining permission 
from the government was 
introduced in the legislature 
Tuesday. 

The Crown Proceedings Act 
will "give the people of British 
Columbia their day in court," 
said Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald, by allowing them 
to sue the Crown without a fiat 
in much the same manner as 
they might sue another in¬ 
dividual. 

There are some special 
regulations stipulated in the 
bill, however, including a 
provision that all proceedings 


against the Crown shall be 
tried without a jury. 

Courts will not be allowed to 
grant injunctions or make 
orders for special per¬ 
formances against the Crown, 
but in cases where an in¬ 
dividual could be ordered in

such a manner, the court 
instead will be able to make 
an order declaring the "rights 
of the parties.” 

For example, in a case 
against the Crown where 
recovery of land is claimed, 
the court could not order 
recovery of the land but could 
make an order declaring the 
claimant is entitled to the 
land. 

The legislation will also 
require the rules of court on 
the inspection of documents 
and examination for 
discovery to apply as if the 
Crown were a corporation. 


Farquhar queries Barrett stastics 

U.S. figures 
under attack 


University of Victoria 
President Dr. Hugh Farquhar 
has questioned the validity of 
U S statistics used by 
Premier Barrett to support 
his assertion that B.C. 
universities could operate 
mpre efficiently. 

Barrett this week said a 
Ford Foundation study proved 
the semester system involved 
only an 11 per cent increase in 
cost and yet handled 25 per 
cent more students. "So why 
not here,’’ he asked. 

The premier said current 
seven-month operations here 
are "wasteful”. “If univer¬ 
sities want more money, all 
they have to do is ask, if they 
come to us with some exciting 
plan involving full utilization 
of the university year 'round." 

"The plant shouldn’t be 
closed nights, weekends and 
summers," he added 

Farquhar. however, 
remains unconvinced: "The 
premier is making his 
assumptions based on ex¬ 
perience in the U.S. and we 
don’t have similar in¬ 
formation here. It’s not 
comparable. 

He said university gover¬ 
ning bodies have not discussed 
the semester system "for¬ 
mally”, but "we’re prepared 
to consider keeping the 
university open as much as 
people request it.” 

UVic is far more than a 
seven-month operation, 
Farquhar said, "We offer 
nearly two months of summer 
courses, evening classes and 
other innovative programs.” 
He said any move to the 
semester system should be 
based on demand by students. 

Predicting "resistance and 
opposition” to a switch to 
semester operations, 
Farquhar said the system is a 
possibility, but only if “it 
provides flexibility and 
assistance to students.” 

"There’s really no great 
conflict in this. We have to go 
to the government for ad¬ 
ditional fund* 'at somw ^ew 
programs. And if the door is 
open — and the premier said it 
was — we’ll be going in.” 

Commenting on the lower- 
than-expected increase in 
university grants, Farquhar 
said it appears UVic will be 
slightly better off this year 
than last, but “it’s still not 
good enough." 


"The amount we stand to 
receive is not sufficient to give 
adequate salary increases and 
to mount new programs. We’ll 
have to take a close look and 
decide what we should go back 
to government for in terms of 
new programs. 

The premier announced 
than grants for universities 
have been increased by 10 per 
cent, from $110 million to $121 
million, fer the fiscal year 
ending March 31. 1975.. 

He made it clear he has no 
intention of pumping any 


In effect. British Columbia 
now has tWo homeowner 
grants. 

The current homeowner 
grant — seemingly now frozen 
at $200 — will be applied 
against general municipal 
taxes. 

The new grant is to alleviate 
school taxes 

A homeow ner who pays $200 
or more a year in school taxes 
will get a grant of $40 from the 
provincial government. In 
most cases this applies to 
those whose gross taxes are 
$500 a year or more. 

The $40 is one-fifth of the 
estimated average school tax 
of $200. Next year the. grant 
will rise to $80 and the 
following year $120. In 1978 the 
grant will be $200 which will 
wipe out the school tax, if it 
stays at $200. 

If the school tax now is $150 
or less, the homeowner will 
get a minimum grant of $30. 

In rural areas, some 
homeow ners are only paying a 
token $1 per year in taxes 
because the $200 homeowner 
grant is more than the total 
property tax bill. 

Premier Barrett said these 
homeowners will also be 
eligible for the $30 minimum 
grant towards school taxes 
and they can expect to get a 
$29 rebate in cash, $30 minus 
the $1 token payment 

Meanwhile, renters will also 
get annual grant increases, 
the premier said. 

The first payment of $30 will

Grenade in store 
wasn't a threat 


B.C. sales

Complete removal of the 5 
per cent sales tax is still a high 
priority for Premier Barrett 
but it appears he may be 
saving it for an election-year 
bombshell. 

When asked about his plans 
this week, he said. "I’m not in 
a position to get rid of the 
sales tax YET." 

His public commitment to 
remove the tax completely — 
some day — arose in October. 
1972, when he called it unfair 
to lower income groups. 

He added that he would 
rather increase the provincial 
income tax because it would 
hit those most able to pay. 

The premier seems to 
realize now that it would be 
politically unpopular to in¬ 


crease any direct tax in 
British Columbia, especially 
with the economy booming 
and the government holding 
millions of dollars in sur¬ 
pluses. 

This has slowed down, but 
not ended, his interest ip 
removing the sales tax. 

His budget moves this week 
were minimal. Removal of the 
sales tax on books is a reac¬ 
tion to a long campaign by 
publishers who questioned 
why Playboy was exempt 
while Plato was taxed. 

Removal of the sales tax 
from used clothing is designed 
to help welfare recipients 
who are the main purchasers. 
Why used clothing was subject 
to the tax in the first place is a 
mystery.

In the same interview in 
October. 1972. Barrett 
.promised to review the whole 
question of removing sales 
taxes from all second hand 
goods, as an interim measure; 

Specifically the discussion 
revolved around second hand 
cars and why the government 
should collect sales taxes 
twice on the same vehicle — 
once when new and again on 
the used car lot. 

Barrett agreed it was a good 
point and double taxation 
seemed unfair He asked 
deputy finance minister G. S. 
Bryson to make a note of it 
and report back to him. 

The end result. 16 months 
later, is the removal of the tax 
on used clothing. 


Obviously there is much, 
much more to come. 

But the premier has to find 
some money first 

If he had completely 
removed the sales tax this 
week it would have cost him 


$325 million in the next fiscal 
year and the budget will 
probably only produce a 
surplus of $200 million.

A blessed event in stride — 

on television, of all p/aces 


The fingers of one hand would be more than enough I 
suppose, to count the truly memorable moments of 
television. That’s why I felt so privileged to have been 
watching, quite by accident, when one appeared the other 
night. 

It was a run-of-the-mill drama show that you could 
take or leave alone until a very short scene in which the 
young wife announced to her husband that she was 
pregnant The dialogue went something like this: 

Wife: “It looks as if I’m pregnant. Harry.” 

Husband: “Really? Are you feeling okay?” 

Wife: “Oh, sure.’’ 

Husband: “Have you been to the doctor?” 

Wife: “Yes.” 

The entire scene took probably 40 seconds. It was 
played with a restraint neighboring on sheer ennui. Yet 
I’d the urge to cry “Author! Author!" for it was truly an 
historic moment on the magic lantern. 


Come to think of it, there’s been no medium — 
literature, radio, movies or the stage — in which the 
announcement of a blessed event has been treated 
realistically until this one chanced along. 

The classic situation, as I’m sure you know, involves 
the little lady in a graceful bit of dizziness. The husband 
springs to assist her to the nearest easy chair. If a camera 
is involved it trucks in on the husband’s face to register 
Growing Awareness. 

“Martha!” he breathes. “You’re not . . . you’re not 

“Yes, darling,” the make-believe wife breathes back 
as the off-stage violins start to sing. “Yes Daddy!” 

Another variation of the scene has the little woman 
knitting wee booties until the oafish husband gets the 
message. 

In either case, be it swoon or sew, the father-to-be 


becomes a comic, even endearing figure. His solicitude, 
his air of wonder at what he and his little blue genes have 
wrought, his dewy-eyed worship of the mother-to-be — are 
all played for those tiny, heart-warming chuckles that so 
often produce instant nausea. 

The real wonder of it is that the scene should have 
become such a standard when, in real life, it just never 
happens that way 

I’ve been making a small, informal survey among 
some husbands and wives of my acquaintance and find a 
depressing lack of theatrical values in that moment of 
realization that a new thunder of little feet is to be ex¬ 
pected around the house. 

It would seem, to begin with, that the husband’s 
discovery is never made by his wife getting an attack of 
the vapors or by the telhtale clicking of knitting needles, 
but simply by a direct announcement. 

The reaction of the husband, on the other hand, is just 


about exactly as it was in the scene that 1 admired:- 
“Really? Are you feeling okay?” 

Among other memorable lines revealed in my survey 
are: (1) “Areyoukidding' v ’ . (2) “That’s going to keep us 
from the summer camp this year”; i3) “Will it be in time 
for this year’s income tax?" and (4i the simple, laconic 
rejoinder of a self-satisfied husband who smugly ob 
served, “Well, honey, it figured." 

There’s no evidence whatever to suggest that a single, 
living husband ever began to treat his wife like a case of 
eggs and. indeed, the usual playwright's picture of the 
fragile, delicate mother-to-be is lamentably short of 
verisimilitude. In real life she is more apt to be wolfing 
chow mein and banana splits than knitting bitsy things. 

So. at last, we have a blow for truth from where we 
least expect it, the television screen, and credit must go 
where credit is due. as I told my wife a long, long time ago 
when she made her announcement

March 31 is the 10th anniversary of the unification of the 
Canadian armed forces and the department of national 
defence will likely stage face-saving “celebrations” for the 
taxnavers who oav the shot. 

But the feu-de joies will have little joy in them and the 
cannon salutes will have a hollow ring. 

Even Paul Hellyer, the ex-RCAF corporal who rammed 
unification down the country’s throat, could not honestly 
claim that unification is ever going to make the category of 
“most likely to succeed.” 

Recruitment continues to fall below par in spite of costly 
“promos" that show servicemen “doing their thing," ac¬ 
companied by seductive off-duty shots showing them 
cavorting with curvaceous women in scenes that are lifted 
straight from travel brochures. 

Senior officers continue to take their walking papers long 
before their time, and come up with a variety of reasons for 
doing so — but they leave, anyhow. Generous pay increases 
and side benefits for all ranks have been unable to stem the 
exodus or improve the morale. 

Hellyer prated of increased democracy, efficiency and 
morale when he booted the armed forces into the jolly green 
giant era. 

But there’s very little democracy involved, even in the 
issue of uniforms. The cloth on the back of an admiral bears 
no resemblance to the suits worn by his men, except for the 
color.

The lowest ranking petty officer gets $10,476 a year while 
the basic pay of a chief petty officer comes to $14,220, and 
that does not include extra pay for technical trades: With 
hard liquor at a dime a shot and mixers for five cents, paying 
your social debts is no sweat 
In spite of this, the frustration and concern found in the 
officers’ wardrooms is repeated in the messes. Yet the of¬ 
ficial image echoes the public releases sent out by the 
department. all is well with our world, goes the message 
But over a drink, there's a chance to grasp the truth that 
lies behind the facade. 

You’re told of the uncertainty of service, in a force that's 
become a political football, by those who intend leaving while 
they'restill young enough to make a new career outside 
Others mourn the loss of intangibles — pride of service in a 
unit, the sense of belonging toa close-knit family. 

Once the official toasts have been quaffed, the wind-ups of 
next month's anniversary celebrations might well end up as 
wakes.

Call if affluence, or blame it 
on inflation, but more Vic¬ 
torians are going out to lunch. 
And spending more on their 
mid-day meal. 

Peter Williamson, food and 
drink manager of The Em¬ 
press, describes the boom as 
“fantastic.” 

Last month, in the three 
basic lunching areas of the 
hotel, over 2,000 more lunches 
were served than in January 
of last year. 

In the Garden Cafe, there 
were 750 more meals served, 
in the Bengal Room 330, and 
the beer-and-chili brigade in 
the Beaver ate their way 
through 500 more bowls of 
beef and beans and 400 more 
$1.25 submarine sandwiches 
than in the equivalent period 
last year. 

Ron Inman, manager of the 
Colony Motor Hotel, has a 
theory. 

“It’s the cost of food at 
home these days. It's actually 
cheaper to go out and have 
main meal at noon and then

eat something light when you 
get home.” 

Noontime business in his 
Coachlight Lounge is up “20 or 
30 per cent” over a year ago, 
he said, with the biggest seller 
being the $2 steak sandwich. 

Inman also surmises there 
has been a general relaxation 
in the attitudes of employers 
and employers so that there is 
no longer a stigma attached to 
going back to work with the 
smell of liquor on your breath. 

“It’s not just the drinking 
crowd, though,” he adds. 
“Business is way up in the 
coffee shop, too. And there’s 
stronger than coffee served 
there.” 

Downtown, one of the 
favored spots for lunch with a 
glass of wine to chase it down 
is the Mediaeval Inn at Broad 
and Broughton. 

Jan Moores, an assistant 
manager there, says the 
average gross take Monday 
through Thursday is $500 for 
the noon to 2 p.m. period, 
jumping to $600 or slightly 
more on a Friday. 

“We estimate that the 
average bill per person is 
around $3, which is the cost of 
their meal plus maybe one 
drink,” he adds.

Two local school boards 
have temporarily suspended 
their preparations to put 
capital referendums before 
the voters this spring. 

Greater Victoria and Sooke 
school boards are sitting tight 
while they wait for legislative 
action by Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly in the spring 
session of the Legislature, 
j Rumors say she will either 
, reduce the majority needed to 
, pass school capital referen- 
< dums from 60 to 50 per cent, or 
abolish referendums entirely. 

Either move would make it 
easier for boards to get the 
money they need for capital 
improvements. 

Dailly herself isn’t talking, 


although she has indicated she 
favors dropping the majority 
to 50 per cent. 

All she is saying now is it 
wouldn’t hurt boards to hold 
off a few weeks and see what 
happens. 

Sooke and Greater Victoria 
have important construction 
projects planned for 1974 but 
no money to carry them out. 

Greater Victoria needs 
approval of a 312 million 
three-year building plan, 
which among other things will 
build a portable elementary 
school and a new middle 
school (Grade 5 to 8) in the 
Lambrick Park area in 1974. 

Sooke’s current referendum 
figure for its three-year plan 
is $1.7 million, but secretary- 
treasurer Les Wheeldon says 


the figure “could be way more 
than that" due to spiralling 
construction costs. 

Sooke wasn’t scheduled for 
another capital referendum 
until December 1974, but it has 
become one of the province’s 
fastest-growing districts and 
needs a new high school and 
elementary school to cope 
with population growth. 

Saanich school board has a 
$1.9 three-year building 
program planned, but the 
board has enough money left 
from its last referendum to 
complete its 1974 projects, so 
another referendum won’t be 
needed until fall 

The Greater Victoria board 
is particularly anxious to see 


changes in current legislation 
on school referendums. 

Its last capital referendum, 
for a $1.6 million one-year 
building program, squeaked 
by with a 17-vote margin over 
the necessary 60 per cent 
majority in February 1973. 

Only 11.28 per cent of the 
60,225 eligible voters turned 
out for the referendum. 

In December the board 
approved a motion to be 
presented to the May annual 
meeting of the B.C. School 
Trustees Association urging 
Dailly to reduce the majority 
needed for referendums to 50 
per cent. 

Board chairman Peter Bunn 
wanted to ask for total 
removal of referendums. 


A man released from 
Wilkinson Road jail Monday

A woman driving past at 
10:30 a m. called police after 
she saw the man stumble over 
some rocks and fall into a 
ditch beside the road. 

He was taken to Victoria 
General Hospital, treated for 
wounds to his neck, and later 
admitted to Eric Martin In¬ 
stitute for examination. 

Residents at Burnside and 
Holland said it was the second 
incident bringing police to 
their area in recent months. 
Only 100 yards away, 17-year- 
old Carmen Robinson got off a 
late-night bus Dec. 8 and 
disappeared without trace. 


City policemen in court for assault 


Two Victoria policemen are 
due to appear next week in 
Victoria provincial court to 
face charges —two against 
one constable and one against 
the other—after an on-duty 
incident early New Year’s 
Day in a downtown cafe. 

Constables Thomas An¬ 
derson, 26. and Thomas 
Eagle, 28. will be charged 
jointly with assault causing 
bodily harm to Victoria 
resident Gregory Kenneth 
Harris, 18. while Anderson 


will be charged with common 
assault on Donald Charles 
McCrae, 22. 

Harris and McCrae swore 
out separate informations 
containing the charges last 
week and the resulting 
summonses were made 
returnable next Tuesday in 
Judge William Ostler’s court. 
Defence lawyers will be Lloyd 
McKenzie for Eagle and Ted 
Pollard for Anderson. 

Police and other authorities 
declined comment on the case 


since the two charges are 
pending. Chief J. F. Gregory 
said only that the incident 
occurred in Scott’s 
restaurant. 650 Yates, “when 
two people were removed 
from the cafe by police.” 

It was learned, however, 
Harris spent a. period in 
hospital. Length of his stay 
was not known. 

Gregory said the constables 
would not be suspended 
pending the outcome of the 
case and their duties would 
not be changed. 


“I feel a suspension is not 
indicated for several 
reasons,” the chief said. 

“First, the offence com¬ 
plained of is dated about six 
weeks ago. Second, the law as 
it applies to the public applies 
equally to policemen and 
these men are innocent until 
proven otherwise. 

“Third, the possibility of a 
delay in trial dates is large 
enough that a trial is im¬ 
probable for three to four 
months or even longer." 

Chief Gregory added: 


“Immediately the complaint 
came to my attention, an 
investigation was launched, 
witnesses were interviewed, 
statements taken and the 
matter laid before the board 
of police commissioners.” 

He said the board “in¬ 
structed that all material 
gathered be placed in the 
hands of the prosecutor for a 
decision.” 

Later, “counsel for the 
complainants was notified 
that the prosecutor recom¬ 


mended the matter be placed 
before a competent court for 
determination of the 
allegations.” 

The’ chief concluded: 
“There is no room in this 
police department for ex¬ 
cessive force. The matter is 
being referred to the courts in 
order that a completely un¬ 
biased and fair determination 
of facts may be obtained. 

“In this way, the public may 
be assured that such cases are 
handled in a frank and open 
manner."

Trans-Canada Highway near Helmcken 


Bottleneck job: 
not this year 


There is little hope of 
starting to widen Bottleneck 
Lane this year because the 
two-lane highway from 
Douglas Street to Coldstream 
Park is still the topic of 
discussion with the regional 
district and Saanich 
municipality, a provincial 
highways spokesman said. 

he said talks would continue 
this year on plans for a 
Douglas Street overpass and 
obtaining property for future 
widening but it was unlikely 
there would be construction 
before 1975. 

He was commenting on a 
request from Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce that 
the Victoria end of Trans- 
Canada Highway be widened 
before year’s end because it 
was a severe bottleneck, 
particularly in summer. 

The highways department 
spokesman was more op¬ 
timistic that widening would 
be carried out this year in the 
Coldstream section. 

1 A plan to widen it to four 
lanes has been shelved 
because of protests from 
environmentalists but the 
road could be widened to 
three lanes for the full length 
without cutting into parkland 

The highway is three lanes 
wide for part of the way now, 
becoming four lanes north of 
the Malahat to Duncan. 

As a longshot possibility the 
department of highways 
might opt for a new route 
through the Goldstream area 


which would run to the west of 
the present road. 

It could be a four-lane high¬ 
way that would be distant 
from Goldstream Park. 
However, it would involve 
several expensive bridges. 

In the meantime, the 
present route was almost 
certain to become a three-lane 
highway through the park 
area as an interim measure, 
without disturbing the park 
land.

Eastern-Euphoria will be 
designated as operator of the 
project and will recover costs 
of drilling out of 100 per cent of 
net income until all costs are 
recovered. After that, any 
proceeds will be split 32.5 per 
cent to Vieco, 37.5 per cent to 
Eastern-Euphoria and 30 per 
cent to other investors. 

Provincial geologists are 
skeptical about the chances of 
oil on Vancouver Island but 
concede a longshot possibility 
exists. 

The Island is considered to 
be poor in energ> resources, 
although considerable oil is 
believed to he located off¬ 
shore. 

A test well in the Sooke area 
more than 50 years ago came 
up dry and was abandoned. 
There has been no drilling 
since. 

Major oil companies have 
concentrated their activities 
to preliminary oil mapping off 
the west coast of Vancouver 
Island.

The Express and its 

astonishing 


The poster on the wall in the Duncan composing room 
just about sums up the whole bizarre story: 

“As soon as the rush is over,” it reads, “I’m going to 
have a nervous breakdown. I worked for it; I owe it to 
myself and nobody is going to deprive me of it. ” 

Producing The Victoria Express, a 2‘ 2 -month-old 
infant that survived a touch-and-go birth, hasn’t yet 
caused a run on psychiatrists. 


All the breakdowns have been mechanical ones, with 
a few acts of God thrown in for fun. Machines stopped, 
fuses blew, hydro failed, photos came out black-on-black, 
and prospective advertisers were stubborn. 

The brief history of the slice of paper you’re reading is 
a textbook on the perils of publishing. From Vol. 1, No. I, 
way back on Dec. 6, right through until today, it’s been an 
uphill battle. 

By all the rules of the game, The Express should 
never have appeared. 


Consider this: The first edition was on the streets a 
bare 60 hours after negotiations between Victoria Press 
employees and the company broke down on the grim 
morning of Dec. 3. 

It was slapped together in Victoria, Duncan, Cour 
tenay and Vancouver — dubbed “the longest composing 
room in the world” — after nearly 2,500 man-hours of 
work and mayhem in makeshift offices and cramped 
composing rooms. 


Reporters and advertising salesmen filled 16 pages in 
little more than 24 hours, while a hastily-organized 
’ management" team oversaw operations in a comic 
opera of nail-biting and teeth-gnashing. 

All this without the benefit of sufficient telephones 
and files, which were all under lock and key in the Vic¬ 
toria Press building. 

In that first week, however, the monster headaches 
belonged to the compositors — the people who convert the 
news and ad copy into strips of photographed type and 
glue it on the master “dummies.” 

Printer Ken O’Connor, 24, one of the men who drove 40 
miles to the offices of the Cowichan Leader in Duncan, to 
prepare the pages, pieced together this story. 

The modern machines in Duncan baffled the printers. 
To make matters worse, the expensive whatsits and 
gizmos didn’t work right. 


In a deadline panic, the crew of 17 arranged to use 
equipment in Courtenay and dashed up there. They 
worked all through the next day, while Victoria 
headquarters shuddered, and the pages were finally flown 
off to Vancouver to be rolled on the presses. 

O’Connor and his colleagues worked around the clock 
to get the first two editions off, subsisting on coffee and 
sandwiches and the odd beer. 

“Those first two shifts, we figured if that doesn’t kill 
you, nothing would,” he said. “Shortly after, we had an 
afternoon union meeting in Victoria and 10 minutes after, 
I fell asleep in the chair. The guys let me snooze.” 


Playing the numbers game 


If statistics mean anything, the thrice-weekly Vic¬ 
toria Express has won solid acceptance from the com¬ 
munity. 

Its circulation represents about 35 per cent of the 
combined circulation of the Victoria Times and The Daily 
Colonist before they ceased publication Dec. 1. 

This compares with 27 per cent achieved in 1970 by a 
similar temporary newspaper in Vancouver — also called 
The Express, and also produced by a group of union 
members involved in a labor dispute with management. 

So this publication is holding its own in the numbers 
game, at least. 

In Victoria, The Express is competing with three 
radio stations, one TV station, two other local papers < the 
twice-weekly Victorian and the weekly C.C. Free Press), 
the two Vancouver dailies, and imports from Washington 
State. 

The skirmish for the attention of the reading public is 
stiff. 


A poll taken during the 1970 Vancouver strike, and 
reported in the Davey Senate Report on the Mass Media, 
showed that half the public did not feel deprived of news 
and information during the shutdown of the big dailies. 

Still, the Davey Report submitted the importance of a 
daily press cannot be underrated. 

“ ... For-the vast majority of people, newspapers are 
important — to their minds, their pocketbooks and their 
daily lives. Indeed, it may be that a city without 
newspapers ceases to be a community, -and becomes 
instead a collection of individuals. 

“A sense of community, after all, cannot exist 
without a bodv of shared information.” 

The measure of a newspaper like The Express, then, 
•is how it fosters a sense of community. 
And ultimately, how it performs this function can only be 
determined by the reader.

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Man nips deg;

The news, as this newspaper brings it. is a result of searching, 
listening, interviewing, writing, editing, setting, cutting, pasting, photographing,. 
printing, wrapping and delivering. 

It travels miles, and is passed through more than a dozen hands in at least four 
different places. It makes us miserable and happy and angry and tired, sometimes 
all at once. 

So how is an Express story produced, from beginning to end? 

Imagine, for a moment, that average citizen Seymour X. Krause bites his' 
neighbor’s dog The neighbor phones the police. 

In his daily rounds, The Express police reporter learns about the incident. He 
calls Krause, the neighbor and the SPCA, arranges for a photograph of the dog, 
and sits down to write the story. 

The story is passed on to the city editor. He reads it, laughs, does a bit of 
editing and passes it on to the makeup man. 

The makeup man reads it, laughs and writes a headline. Then he decides 
where on which page the story will appear, and marks up his ‘‘dummy’’ page 
accordingly. 

The marked-up dummy page and the story are taken to Duncan, where a type¬ 
setter sits down at his keyboard, laughs, and punches out the story on a thin strip of 
code tape. 

This code tape is fed to a computer which digests it and creates lines of type on 
photo-sensitive paper. 

This passes through a processor and becomes black type on a strip of white 
paper, telling the story of Krause and the bitten dog. 

The strip of paper is then passed to a man working on a master dummy page. 
Using a razor knife, he cuts up the story and glues it on the page where the makeup 
man has decided it will go. Another machine makes the headline, and this is glued 
above the story. 

When completed, the entire page is photographed with a mammoth camera 
and a page-sized negative created. 

Two Express stereotypers take these page negatives aboard a ferry to Van¬ 
couver, where the printing presses are waiting. 

Each negative is placed over a flexible aluminum plate for the next procedure, 
called light-sensitive coding. In a special machine, the image of the page is 
“burned” on the plate. 

These plates are curved and secured to the cylinders of the printing press. 
Someone presses a button and the tale of Krause and the dog is transferred onto 
newsprint. 

For more than two hours, the virgin newsprint passes over the inky rollers. 
The Express press run — 30,000 copies — uses nearly three tons of newsprint. 

The enormous machine cuts up the pages, folds them and spits out copies of 
the newspaper which are collected in bundles of 100 by the mailers and tied with. 

twine 

These bundles are carried to a truck and driven back to Victoria for 
distribution. 

After dinner, you put your feet up, open the paper to Page 3, and read, Man 
Nips Dog; Neighbor Irate. 

The process just described is called photo-composition, or offset, and while not 
the greatest advance in printing since Gutenberg, it has revolutionized newspaper 
publishing. 

It is replacing the “hot metal” technique, whereby the news and advertising 
copy is transformed into lead through the use of big, ungainly type-casting 
machines. 

Ironically, the labor dispute at Victoria Press- which has been using hof 
metal—is centred on the company’s planning to switch to photo-composition, a 
conversion that could cost a number of people their jobs 

So the men and women producing The Express now are learning a technique 
they will surely be using in years to come.

Bill Fountain, a taciturn crew co-ordinator up in 
Duncan, described a later technical foulup that forced a 
crew to depart for Col wood, and scuttled seven hours of 
work in Duncan. 

“We had to start from scratch in Colwood, and the 
whole previous shift was a write-off. It put us eight hours 
out of schedule.” 

But by that time, the men were seasoned veterans in 
the art of putting misery behind them. How did they bear 
up? 

Says Fountain: “People have been biting their lips 
rather than lose their tempers. We knew that we were 
working for ourselves. It was OUR product. It was either 
this or nothing.” 


O’Connor insists that putting out the interim 
newspaper has been fun. The operative phrase is “a 
challenge.” The men have been mastering new machines, 
and putting out a respectable product with seat-of-the- 
pants methods. 

Added one anonymous printer with a grin: “I’ll tell 
you one thing, I’ve never worked this f. . . g hard for this 
little pay.” 

The men like to tell the story of one printer who kept 
up a gruelling pace for 12 hours and then told one of his 
buddies: “Hey, ya wanna take over this page? I’m gonna 
pass out for a while.” Then he sank into a chair and 
passed out. 

The two major complaints are the long, lonely drive 
over the Malahat three times a week, in good weather and 
bad, and the elbow-to-elbow working conditions. 

Back in Victoria, the situation is only a little less 
chaotic. 

Advertising manager Dick Gibbons, who keeps the 
heart of the paper beating, works with a staff of 19 people, 
seven of them inexperienced. 


For the first edition, relying only on contacts, the 
sales people collected four pages of ads in nine hours. 

They had to explain to each advertiser what The 
Express was all about, that it wasn't a strike-breaking 
paper, that it was a temporary effort, and so on. Some 
also ran into a flurry of flak. 

Says Gibbons: “One guy told us that if we wanted to 
go on strike, we should suffer financially and it wasn’t 
right to run a paper and make money.’ He was really 
upset at the prospect of us making five cents. ,T 

He is most proud of a group of clerks who are selling 
ads for the first time, and doing a crack job. It’s a credit to 
the whole crew that not one of the 30-odd editions of The 
Express has lost money. 

Headaches? The admen had their share. “The biggest 
obstacle we have is lack of telephones. We have two, and 
it’s like working with handcuffs, shackles and your mouth 
gagged So it’s all a matter of personal contact.” 

The Express circulates in an area bounded by Sook^, 
Duncan and SwartsBay. Two copies also go to Vancouver 
Public Library, which collects everything published in 
B.C. 


Circulation is the work of a staff of 30 people, plus 
more than 200 young carriers who keep a nickel for each 
paper they sell. 

Less than 25 per cent of the carriers are youngsters 
who sold the Colonist or Times before publication of those 
dailies ceased. 

The Express is sold in more than 150 outlets 
throughout Greater Victoria. “They were our first line of 
attack,” says the head of circulation. 

Distribution centre of the Express is a truck in a 
parking lot. Downtown circulation HQ is a building 
basement. 

“You can tell by the phone calls sales are improving,” 
the circulation head says. “They ask for 10 more papers at 
this outlet, 15 more there, please up our order tomorrow. 
Recently a schoolteacher wanted 40 copies so her students 
could study current news. The signs are hopeful.” 

The reporters and deskmen, whose routine has 
perhaps been altered the least during the labor dispute, 
are getting a sweet taste of democracy in the newsroom. 


Policy decisions are discussed at regular staff 
meetings. Suggestions for improvements are offered for 
general consideration, and the majority view prevails. 

“There’s no problem getting people to work because 
it’s their paper,” says Managing Editor Don Vipond, who 
has a staff of about 15 reporters. “They’re out to prove 
something to themselves.” 

Much of the writing is done at home, because of the 
space squeeze in the newsroom. 

Once again, the editorial side has evolved by trial and 
error. 

A “personal problems” column called Dear Me 
bombed out through lack of interest. In the beginning, TV 
listings were left out, but a public hue-and-cry changed 
that. 

Another popular item, the crossword puzzle, was 
inserted from the beginning, in anticipation of wide 
demand, missed a few issues and then returned. People 
also called in to complain about the lack of a national 
weather report. 


The first two or three editions of The Express were no 
Pulitzer prize winners. Nobody pretends they were. They 
were creaky at the edges, unpolished, a bit helter-skelter 
Public acceptance was initially wary and even now 
some news stands report that the Vancouver Province 
and Sun still outsell The Express. 

And some big advertisers — department and grocery 
stores — are still holding back, feeding the headaches of 
the admen. 

But one anonymous reporter summed it all up nicely 
on behalf of the 347 people affected by the newspaper 
strike; “We’re filling the news gap, keeping busy, 
drawing some benefits and having some good times to 
boot. What more can you ask for at a time like this?” 
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Race to playoffs 
still wide open 


With less than one third of the 
schedule remaining, the race 
for playoff positions in the 
Western Canada Hockey 
League remains a wide-open 
affair.

The Bruins led third-place 
Medicine Hat Tigers by a 
healthy 17 points and it’s 
doubtful if the defending 
league champions, five games 
below the .500 mark, can catch 
the front runners. 

The Tigers, five points up on 
the Edmonton Oil Kings and 
nine ahead of the fifth-place 
Victoria Cougars, have a 
game in hand on Victoria but 
have played four more games 
than their Alberta rivals. 
Cougars will attempt to close 
the gap on Edmonton at 
Memorial Arena on Saturday 
night when the Edmonton 
squad visits for an 8:30 game. 
It w ill be the final home game 
of the month for the Cougars, 
who leave early next week for 
a seven-game road trip. 
Victoria was 10 points up on 
Kamloops and had two games 
in hand following weekend 
play 

Cougars boosted their 
margin to 12 points Tuesday 
by hammering Brandon, 7-2, 
before 2,510 fans at Memorial 
Arena. 

In the Eastern Division, the 
surprisingly-strong Swift 
Current Broncos appear to be 
on the way to their first 
playoff spot in three seasons.

There was good news for Victoria 
Shamrock fans this week with the an¬ 
nouncement that the Thompson brothers.

Trophy hunt torrid 
as season wanes 


National Hockey League 
clubs are into the lpst third of 
their season and speculation is 
growing about the likely 
award winners 
Safest guess is that Phill 
Esposito is on his way to a 
fifth possession of the Ross 
Trophy. Barring injury or 
illness, the Boston centre 
almost certainly has the 
scoring championship 
wrapped up. At 99 points after 
Sunday action, he was 17 
points ahead of teammate 
Bobby Orr and 26 ahead of 
another Bruin, Ken Hodge, 
who was in third place. 

That kind of scoring, 
commonplace for Esposito, 
also makes a second trophy 
quite possible. He has to rate 
as the favorite to be selected ’ 
for the Hart Trophy, par¬ 
ticularly if the Bruins 
maintain their lead and top 
the East Division. 

However, any kind of a 
letdown and Esposito would 
miss a second most-valuable- 
player selection. The op¬ 
position is tough, including 
Orr, brother Tony Esposito of 
the Chicago Black Hawks and 
Bernie Parent and Bobby 
Clarke, the current holder, of 
the Philadelphia Flyers. The 
winner will amost certainly be 
one of the above six, and it’s 
close enough that a fast finish, 
or a slump, could decide it, 
There aren’t quite as many 
likely candidates for the 
Norris Trophy, which goes to 
the outstanding defenceman, 
and the Vezina Trophy, which 
is shared by the goalkeepers 
on the team allowing the 
fewest goals. 

Although there are a few 


who can match him on 
defence. Orr remains a 
prohibitive favorite to take the 
Norris Trophy for the seventh 
straight time. He returned to 
action last week after a knee 
injury had sidelined him for 
four games, and promptly 
renewed his claim by picking 
up three assists in a 5-3 win 
over Philaddelphia Flyers.

Two main beefs lead off our 
glance at the outdoor scene 
this week. 

Although MacMillan 
Bloedel Limited is to be 
congratulated for opening 
many of its main logging 
roads to recreational use on 
an around-the-clock basis, the 
corporate giant receives no 
applause from this corner for 
the continuing deterioration of 
the Cameron River. 

This stream curls around 
the Port Alberni side of Mt. 
Arrowsmith before draining 
into Cameron Lake on the 
Parksville-Port Alberni high¬ 
way. 

And that’s where the 
problem appears to lie. 

For the past two years, 
heavy rains have filled the 
'Cameron with mud and debris 
from the Mac and Bio 
operations along its banks. 

When this reporter flew 
over Arrowsmith early last 
fall, the Cameron River valley 
provided a desolate contrast 
to the rugged beauty of the 
mountain rising out of it. 

Logging has progressed a

fair distance up the river and 
no provision has been made 
for green strips — despite the 
terrain being ideal for this 
type of protection. 

Qreenstrips would be 
useless along a rocky gorge, 
but the Cameron Valley is 
relatively gentle near the 
river. 

Meanwhile, continuing rain 
and snowmelt will fill the 
Cameron with precious soil to 
clog spawning areas and 
suffocate various stream 
organisms that fish rely on for 
food for many years to come. 

The other bone of contention 
lies with the provincial 
government, which up to now 
has had an impeccable record 
with regard to fish and 
wildlife. It is only under this 
administration that we have 
made any progress toward an 
integrated resource use policy 
in this province. 

Now we see this selfsame 
government has cancelled a 
game management reserve on 


8,134 acres of tidal flats 
surrounding the Roberts Bank 
coal port in Delta. 

A cabinet order has lifted 
the reserve on marshy land 
lying between the 
Tsawwassen ferry terminal 
and Canoe Pass, the 
southernmost outlet of the 
Fraser River. 

Too little waterfowl habitat 
remains on the Pacific Coast 
right now and in¬ 
dustrialization seems bent on 
monopolizing our few good 
estuaries suitable for ducks 
and geese. 

Elsewhere, we find the 1973 
park attendance in B.C. has 
increased by 16 per cent over 
the previous year, from 
8,355,000 to 9,664,000 visits. 

British Columbians still are 
the prime users, forming 58 
per cent of the attendance in 
1973 (down from 58.6 per cent 
in 1972). Other Canadians 


increased from 19.1 per cent to 
21 per cent and visitors from 
the United States (Reclined 
from 22.3 to 21 per cent. 

Use of campers and trailers 
continues to increase, while 
users of tents and tent trailers 
are declining in number. 

And to finish off, some 
words contained in a letter 
Chief Sea 1th of the Duwanish 
Tribe in Washington wrote to 
President Frankling Pierce in 
1855: 

‘‘We know that white man 
does not understand our ways. 
One portion of the land is the 
same to him as the next, for he 
is a stranger who comes in the 
night and takes from the land 
whatever he needs. The earth 
is not his brother but his 
enemy, and when he has 
conquered it he moves on He 
leaves his fathers’ graves, and 
his children’s birthright is 
forgotten. 

“The whites, too, shall pass 
— perhaps sooner than other 
tribes. Continue to con¬ 
taminate your bed and you 
will one night suffocate in 
your own waste.”

Equipment press revival key 


The introduction of 
sophisticated but cheaper new 
equipment into the newspaper 
industry will revive a com¬ 
petitive press, the in¬ 
terna tiopal president of The 
Newspaper Guild said in 
Victoria this week. 

Charles A. Perlik, Jr., during 
a one-day visit to Victoria, 
said it is now possible for a 
newspaper to start up with a 



capital outlay of only about 
$500,000, compared with about 
$10 million before the in¬ 
troduction of electronic and 
computerized processes. 
“Many people could be en¬ 
ticed into the newspaper 
business because of this and it 
must necessarily improve the 
product,” Perlik said. 

“Nothing can improve a 
product more than a com¬ 


petitor looking over your 
shoulder.” 

Perlik said no other issue in 
newspaper unions was 
commanding as much at¬ 
tention as technological 
change and job security 
related to it.

“Employers must have a 
heart as well as a pocket- 
book,” he said. 

“If the company eliminates 
40 pet^ent of the tabor costs in 
an industry that is already 
profitable, it can only enhance 
that profit and we ll be right 
there waiting for our share.”

“As much as I dislike the 
situation." says Simmons, 
“there is nothing we can do 
about it. The builders have a 
legitimate right to build that 
way in compliance with the 
1970 code. 

“The National Research 
Council allows setbacks and 
iancy bushes, grasses, un¬ 
derground parking and so on. 
w hich are accordingly written 
into the code. 


“It may interfere with the 
operation of the fire depart¬ 
ment. but it is a case of 
priorities ... a case of pure 
economics. The priorities in 
this instance are not so much 
on protection as on looks and 
land use." 

The Canadian Fire Chiefs 
Association has successfully 
lobbied for several changes, 
but there is still a long way to 
go. Simmons feels. 

He would like to see a new 
means of ventilation in 
highrises where smoke could 
be vented vertically instead of 
horizontally. 

Simmons also stresses a 
need lor compartmentali- 
/ation and sprinkler systems 
in office lowers. 

“Years ago. insurance 


companies laid down the fire 
safety standards." he con¬ 
tinued. “but their primary 
concern had to be profits. Not 
so the fire departments. We 
have only one responsibility — 
to protect the public." 

The usual causes of fires is 
carelessness; the usual cause 
of death is panic. 

“Human reaction to fire can 
be so unpredictable." Sim¬ 
mons said. “In the holocaust 
in Sao Paulo (where nearly 
2(H) persons perished in an 
office tower fire) there were 
people jumping out of win¬ 
dows even after the fire was 
brought under control. 
Firemen held up placards 
telling the trapped people they 
would be safe if they stayed 
put. but still some jumped."

government has in mind for 
them, will have to wait a little 
longer.

Premier Barrett surprised 
the industry by announcing 
Monday that he did not expect 
higher charges would be 
brought in on wood production 
during the current session of 
the legislature.

Reaction by the three op¬ 
position leaders to Premier 
Barrett’s record budget 
ranged from sharply critical 
to mildly approving 

Socred Leader Bill Bennett 
deplored what he called the 
lack of "any industrial 
initiative.” 

Social benefits contained in 
the budget, Bennett said, were 
only made possible by “wise 
resources development’’ of 
the previous administration. 

“By failing to establish new 
industrial initiatives, this 
government is already 
penalizing future govern¬ 
ments,” he said. 

Bennett also lashed out at the 
reduction of funds set aside 
for education in relation to the 
overall budget, and he pointed 
out “this is the first budget 
without an increase in the 
homeowners grant.” 

Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson said the main con¬ 
sideration in such an enor¬ 
mous budget is whether the 
public is getting its money’s 
worth. 

Anderson said there may be 
“fat and waste in every 
government department’’ and 
he will investigate whether 
budget increases are being 
funnelled into increased

salaries and ministerial ex¬ 
penses rather than new 
programs and services. 
Conservative Leader Scott 
Wallace welcomed the 
government’s new housing 
program, the budget’s em 
phasis on environmental 
control and recognition of the 
need for community 
recreation facilities.

“This budget shows we are a 
heavily overtaxed province.

Consumer services 
cost $1.2 million 


Purchasers of directories, 
catalogues and fashion books 
will still have to pay five per 
cent sales tax -despite the 
general lifting of the tax off 
books. 

Legislation brought down 
after the budget speech this 
week laid out exactly what 
kinds of books are to be 
exempted from the tax. 
“Printed and bound books 
that contain no advertising 
and that are published solely 
for education, technical, 
cultural or literary purposes” 
will no longer be taxed, but 
“directories, price lists, time¬ 
tables. rate books, catalogues, 
reports, fashion books, 
albums or any books of the 
same general classes” will 
still lace a tax levy. 

Second hand clothing and 
footwear will also be exemp¬ 
ted from the sales tax under 
the new legislation scheduled 
to be passed some time this 
session. 


New consumer services will 
cost British Columbians 
almost $1.2 million in the 
coming year. 

Estimates for the 1974-75 
budget reveal that general 
administration of the new 
department will cost about 
$1.1 million and the consumer 
minister’s office will spend 
$80,000. 

The highest cost figure in 
the estimates is $225,000 for 
“consumer education and 
information," services the 
government has promised will 
be uppermost in the new 
department’s concerns. 

Office furniture for the 
department takes the next 
highest amount, $175,000, and 
temporary assistance in 
setting up the department is 
budgetted at $150,000. 

Spending on industrial 
development, trade and 
commerce will almost double 
next year, according to 


estimates for the 1974-75 
budget. 

In the upcoming year $4.3 
million will be spent 
throughout the department, 
compared to $2.1 million in the 
current year. 

Much of that increase is 
taken up in a $700,000 boost in 
expenditures for “promotion 
and development of industry 
Jnd markets” and another 
chunk comes from the $1.3 
million budgetted for the 


Try Ottawa 

VANCOUVER - Rising 
iood costs can only be halted 
by federal government action, 
Consumer Affairs Minister 
Phyllis Young told a con¬ 
sumer organization. So many 
foods are imported into 
Canada, she said, only Ottawa 
can take the required action to 
curb the rising costs. 


The government has served 
notice that rates will go up for 
forest companies but Barrett 
indicated there probably will 
be no change until the fall. 


The premier said revenue 
will be up — about $132.6 
million — because of good 
prices for lumber and other 
wood products. He anticipated 


lumber demand in the United 
States would be strong and 
prices would stabilize near 
present levels. 

A slump in the United States 
housing market could upset 
the government forecasts, he 
added. 

Meanwhile, estimated 
revenue from mines in the 
next fiscal year is $89.4 
million, up from $61 million in 
the current vear. 


However, this does not 
include additional revenue 
from higher royalties. 

The premier explained this 
was because the mines 
department had not told the 
finance department what the 
new rate of taxation would be. 

Nimsick will announce the 
cabinet decision in about a 
week, probably involving a 
phasing-in of higher royalties.

New ferries fund 

- - 

gets $35 million 

A special $35 million shipbuilding fund to finance the con¬ 
struction of new vessels and terminal facilities for the B.C. 
Ferries fleet was established by Premier Barrett in the 1974 
budget he brought down Monday. 

The bulk of the money will go on building two 376-car double- 
ended ferries which will be used on the new fast route between 
Gabriola Island and the lower mainland, and a truck-trailer 
vessel, plus necessary terminal construction. 

Barrett said as it is inappropriate to meet such “excessively 
large expenditure” from current revenue in the next fiscal year, 
he is setting aside the $35 million from this year’s surplus. 


Municipal reaction to the 
provincial budget ranged 
from enthusiasm to a non¬ 
committal wait-and-see at¬ 
titude, the latter laced with 
some criticism of the 
government for not doing 
enough to help municipalities 
with financial problems. 

Positive response came from 
Esquimalt Mayor Art Young, 

* who said the budget measures 
could provide a saving to that 
municipality as high as $76,000 
— which he hoped would be 
translated into a significant 
mill rate decrease this year. 

Young said the prospects 
now look bright for starting on 
some long-deferred projects. 

Esquimalt treasurer Peter 
Cairns said the reduction of 
municipalities’ share of 
welfare costs from 15 to 10 per 
cent would mean a saving of 
$50,000 based on last year’s 
figures, and the increase in 
the per capita grant from $32 
to $34 would boost revenue by 
about $26,000. 

But official comment was 
more cautious in the city of 
Victoria, City manager Jim 
Bratn*# said- the reduced 
municipal share of welfare 
costs would appear to produce 
a saving of well over $200,000, 
but only on the basis that

There was, however, a 
slight rise in the jobless rate in 
January, again on a 


seasonally adjusted scale. The 
rate went from 5.4 per cent of 
the labor force in December to 
5.5 per cent. 


But the size of the labor 
force did not shrink as much 
as expected. Statistics Canada 
reported an increase in the 


employment level on a 
seasonally adjusted basis for 
the fourth straight month. The 
sharpest rise was in British 
Columbia and the Prairies. 


The jobless rate climbed in 
tne Atlantic provinces and 
Quebec, remained the same in 
Ontario while dropping in the 
west. 


By age group, unem¬ 
ployment improved slightly in 
January for young people but 
for those over 25 it increased 
by one-tenth of one per cent.

VANCOUVER — Tom 
Scallen, sentenced last April 
to four years in jail after being 
found guilty of issuing a false 
prospectus and theft of $3 
million, is appealing that 
conviction this week in the 
B.C. Court of Appeal. 


Scallen at the time of the 
offence was president of 


Medicor Inc. and Northwest 
Sports Enterprises, which 
owned the Canucks hockey 
club. On bail since his appeal 
was filed, Scallen argued 
through his counsel that the 
trial judge had oversimplified 
his remarks to the jury in 
connection with the false 
prospectus portion of the 
charge. 


The increases have become 
part of the campaign leading 
to the Feb. 28 national elec¬ 
tion. 


“We have heard on radio 
that petrol prices are to go up 
by eight newpence (17 cents) a 
gallon,” opposition leader 
Harold Wilson of the Labor 
Party said Tuesday.

Railway 

slowdown 

delayed 


LONDON — A work 
slowdown by the British rail 
union has been suspended 
■until after the Feb. 28 elec¬ 
tions. 


Meanwhile, a special 
meeting of the mineworkers 
union has been called to 
discuss an offer by in¬ 
dustrialists and bankers to 
subsidize the miners' pay if 
they return to work. The offer 
would mean an extra $3.50 - 
$4.50 weekly for each miner. 


WASHINGTON - Ap¬ 
parently directing his 
remarks at France, President 
Richard Nixon appealed to 
leaders of 13 oil consuming 
nations attending the 
Washington energy con¬ 
ference not to make separate 
deals with the oil producers. 

Nixon urged the leaders to 
reject “isolation in the energy 
field,” warning that it could 
lead to economic warfare. 

France has made a number 
of economic deals with Arab 
nations to protect its source of 
supply. 

Meanwhile Canada’s Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister, 
Mitchell Sharp, reacted coolly 
to a U.S. proposal for in¬ 
ternational sharing of oil 
supplies. Sharp said he did not 
believe the present shortage 
called for any such 
emergency sharing of sup¬ 
plies. 

Earlier, French Foreign 
Minister Michel Jobert spoke 
against U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s 
suggestion that an energy 
action group be organized to 
carry on after the Washington 
conference ends. Jobert said 
such a move could lead to a 
confrontation with the oil 
producers. 

Jobert urged that the oil 
producers be included in 
future energy talks and in¬ 
dicated he thought the proper 
forum for such talks was the 
United Nations. 


The coal strike was 
described as 100-per cent 
effective, completely halting 
production of coal which 
produces 70 per cent of British 
electrical power. 


There were some clashes 
reported between the striking 
miners and safety crews who 
went through picket lines
